He pitched his tent, and positioned himself, ready to wave 
goodbye to the students as they boarded their busses to 
leave on the last school night of the school year. 

"I probably should have practiced making this 
tent," Tavares said, fumbling with the poles, the tent 
flapping in the breeze. 

Sure, a few colleagues heckled him for having 
what they considered "luxuries," which meant a tent, air 
mattress, lantern, and, a chair. 

"I don't have an air mattress," said Tavares, (wink 

wink). 

And then the kids filed out of the building to 
board the busses that had just pulled up alongside the 
building. Tavares watched from above. 

"Mr. T! Mr. T! Mr. T!" the children chanted from 
below. You could hear kids laughing and saying things 
like, "We love Mr. T!" and "Mr. T you're crazy!" as 
Tavares looked down at them from the ledge, waving and 
smiling, and wondering how he was going to keep his 
second end of the bargain - to match what the students 
raised before the 8:30 am deadline the next morning when 
he was scheduled to descend from the rooftop.

My father was the TV man. Not unlike the 
shoemaker and his shoeless children, there were times 
when our television required a swift smack on the side 
of the cabinet to make the black and white picture flicker 
into focus and sometimes there was a small portable TV 
on top of a dead floor model, but usually we were bathed 
in the blue glow of a working TV. 

In his private bedroom, he would always have 
some beat-up jury-rigged TV for his own use. In this 
retreat he would watch "The Lawrence Welk Show" 
or "Hee Haw." His taste ran to country and western 
twangers or folk tunes. To this day, I remember the 
following verse, "Cig-er-ettes and whiskey and wild, wild 
women; they'll drive you crazy, they'll drive you insane - 
hee haw. . ." Thank you. Buck Owens. 

Dad had an impoverished childhood. Basic needs 
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were sometimes not met, including food. The dad I knew 
spent his entire life focused on securing funds by fixing 
televisions and other things in order to provide food for 
his family. 

Fish and chips, as far as Dad was concerned, 
was the ultimate meal. Better than Thanksgiving and 
Christmas put together, he loved fried fish and chips. 

In his later years, after the head injury and the 
slow but steady disintegration of his mental functioning, 
he remained delighted when a plate of fried fish and 
French fries was placed in front of him. If you added in a 
cup of clam chowder, he was elevated to heaven on earth. 

Nothing brought Dad greater pleasure than when 
I would take him out to his favorite restaurant where he 
would feast on a hot cup of coffee, cup of chowder, and a 
massive plate of fish and chips. He'd eat it all, not a crumb 
would be left on his plate while declaring throughout the 
meal "This is good stuff." 

Dad made his last stand in a nursing home, 
a place he always called "the end of the world." I 
arrived after work one evening for a visit to learn he 
had been banned from the dining room for some sort of 
inappropriate behavior. He had not yet received a tray 
that would be delivered to his room. He wasn't upset, but 
he was firm that whatever crap they'd bring him would 
not be worth the wait. I knew what his answer would be, 
but I asked him anyway. "What do you want to eat?"

orders of fish and chips and two cups of chowder. Dad 
had insisted that 'his friend/ his roommate, be served 
as well. After setting up their food on rolling tray tables, 

I watched these two old gents tuck into the food as if 
starved for weeks. They would occasionally look up at 
each other, oblivious to my presence, grin and nod in 
acknowledgement that the food was good. 

When they were done, I cleaned up the take- 
out containers, wiped their mouths with warm face 
clothes, and asked if I could get them anything else. The 
roommate was already nodding off in his wheelchair. Dad 
didn't answer right away. He was lost in thought or just 
lost. I patted his hand to bring him back to the present. He 
looked up at me and said, "Thanks. That was good stuff." 
It would be the last real meal both men would share 
together. The roommate passed away two days later. 

The blue glow from the wall-mounted TV 
illuminated Dad's aged face. After a moment, he turned 
his eyes towards the TV and smiled. It was a rerun of 
"The Lawrence Welk Show." I left him sitting there 
comfortably satiated and peacefully enjoying the TV. He 
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no longer wanted for anything. I had given him "the good 
stuff," just as he had always tried to give me.

The Tar and Feather Incident 

Part One

James McDonald sat in the wagon with his hands 
and feet bound and his eyes blindfolded. He could hear 
the jeers of the 40 or 50 hooded men yelling, "Kill him!" 
and "Lynch him!" Moments earlier, he had been forced 
from the house in which he was boarding and stripped 
of his clothing while someone slathered him with tar and 
then dumped feathers on him. To an observer, it seemed 
to be an old-fashioned form of public humiliation that one 
had heard took place in Salem and Boston in the 1760s 
and 1770s but rarely in the early 20 th century. 

They were now in the darkness on the side 
of the road at the Marion-Mattapoisett border when 
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McDonald felt a rope drop around his neck. Someone 
pulled him up and kicked him off the cart. He felt the 
rope suddenly grow tight around his neck. He gasped 
for air as he tried in vain to feel the ground with his feet. 

It was that moment Charles Potter, a man who took the 
most pleasure in witnessing the mob's work, would later 
describe as "the best joke of the evening." 

McDonald came to Marion around 1901. At 
that time, Marion was known as "ultra exclusive" and a 
place that had "prided itself on its quiet refinement and 
culture." It was a summer resort to famous notables such 
as writer Richard Harding Davis, actress Ethel Barrymore, 
and politicians such as President Grover Cleveland and 
Massachusetts Attorney General Hosea Knowlton. 

James McDonald was considered attractive with 
an imperial beard and moustache, which gave him "a 
certain air of good breeding." He was about 54 years old 
and from Scituate where he was the proprietor of the 
Scituate House, a summer resort he ran for eight years. He 
was married and had fathered five children, two of which 
were stillborn. 

In September 1900, he left Scituate to become a 
watchman at the Castle Square Hotel in Boston. It isn't 
known why he gave up his proprietorship and left town 
to work, leaving his family behind. He may have had 
issues with local authorities that led to his leaving. In 
1887, McDonald was charged and found guilty in district 
court of "keeping a liquor nuisance." He appealed the 
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verdict, but it is not known what the outcome of his 
appeal was. In June 1900, he was listed in the census as a 
"hotel keeper," still in Situate. 

After a short stay in Boston, he came to Marion. It 
seemed a likely place to go, as at a summer resort he was 
sure to find work. He found employment at Joe Collins' 
place in East Marion on Wareham Road selling lunch and 
beer. Before long, McDonald became familiar with the 
locals that dined at the Collins place. In July 1901, he came 
to know Charles Potter who was a regular at the Collins 
place. Potter often came in with his wife, Clara, who 
happened to draw McDonald's attention. 

Clara Gilbert Chloe Fiske Mendel and Charles H. 
Potter married on December 19, 1886. By 1901, they had 
three children: Emma, Edith and Elmer ages 10, 8, and 
4, respectively Charles had been described as a "small" 
man who worked as a foreman of a section gang on the 
railroad. Clara, with her chestnut hair and dark eyes, was 
known locally for her beauty and who, according to one 
resident, "everybody in Marion has knowed . . . since she 
was a little girl." 

The Potters lived on Mill Street at the corner of 
present day Ryder Lane. The house was given to Clara 
and her sister by their grandmother. Clara would later 
convince her husband to buy out her sister's share of 
the house and sign it over to her, making her the legal 
owner. She was often left home with the children when 
Charles was working at the Tremont Station in Wareham 
for periods of time. While Charles was away, Clara made 
visits to comfort her friend, Jennie McAllister, who lived 
next to the Collins place and had lost her 17-year-old 
daughter to suicide in February of 1902. 

During these visits, Clara became friendly with 
James McDonald. Their familiarity grew and went beyond 
casual chats at the Collins place. Soon they were going to 
the theater together and McDonald took her for afternoon 
drives. In February 1902, McDonald left the Collins place 
after having "trouble" with Joe Collins. McDonald seems 
to have accepted an offer from Clara to rent out a room in 
her house. 

Charles Potter did not seem to be aware of his 
wife's relationship with McDonald, and he agreed with 
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neighborhood.

the idea of taking in a boarder, at first. McDonald, not 
having employment, offered to pay for his board as soon 
as he got a job. Once he got a job, McDonald said he 
promised to pay for his board and move out. 

There weren't many opportunities for 
employment over the winter, but as spring came, 
McDonald began to explore job options. He liked the idea 
of being a skipper of a yacht. But when he was offered 
a job as a yacht skipper, he turned it down, citing his 
lack of knowledge of the local coastline. He also thought 
he could rent a shack near Joe Collins' place and run a 
"road barroom," but decided against it. He had other job 
opportunities, but passed them up as well. 

McDonald claimed he was only a boarder from 
February to July of 1902. After that, he and Clara entered 
into a partnership in running a boarding house in which 
they mostly had transients and no long-term boarders. 
Charles claimed his wife and McDonald were planning on 
opening an eatery, but questioned the type of customers 
they would attract noting "the people of Marion are not 
going to a lunchroom on the outskirts of the village." 

Charles and Clara's relationship was strained. 
They got in arguments over McDonald living at the house 
and his lack of finding work. Charles ate dinner with the 
kids while Clara and McDonald ate alone together. 

Rumors began to circulate that McDonald was 
selling liquor at the Potter house. Marion, at the time, was 
a "no license town." Other rumors that circulated around

town were that McDonald was often seen in the company 
of girls "not yet out of their teens" and being "unduly 
familiar" with the young ladies. Tensions were running 
high in town with some complaining to town officials, 
but selectmen claimed there was not much they could do. 
Clara was the legal owner of the house and there was no 
proof of the illegal selling of liquor out of the house. 

In early August, Charles came home from work to 
find beer and booze in the house. He had enough. He told 
McDonald to get out. McDonald refused. 

"Who's running this place?" Charles demanded. 
McDonald said he was. Charles's wife sided with 
McDonald. 

"I would have grappled with him then but he is

a good deal larger than I. ..." Charles recalled. He let the 
matter drop for the moment. 

Not long after his argument with McDonald, 
Charles came home from New Bedford late one evening 
and found a horse hitched at his house. He walked in the 
door to find several men in his home "carousing." Charles 
announced that who ever owned the horse to get it out 
of the yard since it was awaking the neighbors. He then 
began arguing with McDonald and told him once again to 
leave. Charles decided size no longer mattered and began 
to "grapple" with McDonald. The fight didn't last long. 
Clara opened the front door and McDonald threw him 
out. 

For the next couple of nights, Charles and two of 
his children stayed across the street at the home of David 
and Mary Faunce while he pondered his next move. He 
decided that he would place the children in the care of 
Jennie McAllister while he stayed with George Gifford. 

He wasn't sure what to do next. Charles felt he was 
overpowered and outnumbered in his own home. 

He didn't know that the next move was being 
planned on his behalf. On the night of August 7, Charles 
just sat down for dinner when there was a knock on the 
door. A man that Charles may or may not have known 
was there to inform him that a group of men were 
meeting at the town hall at 8:00 pm to run McDonald out 
of town. As Charles later explained it, "I went to see the 
fun."

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long, in fact, that she could not accurately state how long 
it would take for Colbea Enterprises to receive the license 
from the Town to install two 15,000-gallon fuel tanks at 
the Seasons gas station/ convenience store/ coffee shop 
slated for the corner of Routes 28 and 58. 

The two selectmen present that night swiftly 
approved the license to install the two tanks - one 
15,000-gallon tank for gasoline and one 15,000-gallon split 
tank with the capacity to contain 9,000 gallons of diesel 
and 6,000 gallons of gasoline.

Colbea Enterprises representative Carolyn Parker 
asked Selectman Parker when the Town would issue the 
license so that the company could garner approval from 
the state fire marshal.

When Is A Farm Really A Farm? 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

With Mattapoisett now designated as a "Right 
to Farm" community, boards and commissions may see 
more property owners stepping forward to assert their 
right to use their land as a farm. And if so, members 
of such boards may have to take a quick course in 
agricultural zoning. 

That was the case on June 18 when Veronica 
Brockwell, owner of Cedar Rock Farm at 13 Randall Lane, 
came before the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
requesting a Special Permit to construct a caretaker's 
single-bedroom living space above the existing barn. 

Represented by Attorney Michael Kehoe 
and Engineer Richard Charon, Brockwell' s operation 
was described as a farm producing livestock for sale. 
However, the request to build a separate living space 
above the barn for two farm workers was a first for the 
ZB A, generating a fair number of questions and concerns.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since l 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seams to help but it is labor intensive. 

Do you have any thoughts ? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

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member Mary Anne Brogan. Brockwell said she has been 
raising and selling mini Juliana pigs, Nigerian dwarf 
milking goats, and Friesian horses on her 10-acre farm 
while passing out her business card. Kehoe said that 
profits from the sale of agricultural goods have been 
reported as required to the Building Department. 

Bobola described for the ZBA the financial 
requirements imposed on property owners claiming 
to have a farming operation, such as income of a least 
$4,000 annually from the sales of agricultural products. 
Brockwell said that one pig or goat could fetch more 
than $1,200 alone. He also said the state had changed the 
acreage requirement from five acres to two, in an effort to 
increase the number of small farms in the state - an effort, 
he said, to help curtail the subdivision of large parcels 
into housing tracts. 

Board members were concerned about what 
happens if and when Brockwell sells the property with a 
separate living space in an area zoned for single-family 
homes. Kehoe said conditions could be written into the 
Special Permit prohibiting such usage. 

Defending Brockwell' s farming operation in 
terms of best practices was Amy Silvia, animal inspector 
for the Town, and Animal Control Officer Kathy Massey. 

"I make unannounced inspections and this is the 
most immaculate [farm] this town has," said Silvia. "The 
animals receive extremely good care.... They are more like 
her children than animals."

Solar Farm Proposed for Center of Rochester 

Rochester Planning Board

The historic center of Rochester may soon be 


home to a large-scale solar energy facility. 

The 10-acre commercial solar farm would be built 
upon the old Gibbs dairy farm site, between New Bedford 
Road and Dexter Lane, right in the center of town. The 
solar facility would abut several residential properties as 
well as the historic cemetery, as Robert Rogers of G.A.F. 
Engineering and Amelia Tracy, project development 
manager of NextSun Energy, explained on June 23 during 
a pre-submission conference with the Rochester Planning 
Board. 

Among the main concerns was the proposed 
selective cutting of trees taller than 20 feet within the 
20-foot vegetative buffer around the perimeter of the 
property in order to avoid shadows being cast upon the

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solar arrays. 

Another concern was screening so that abutters 
and passersby could be shielded from the solar arrays. 
Both Rogers and Tracy assured the board and abutters 
that the project would abide by most of the Town's solar 
bylaw, and screening to the board's satisfaction would be 
a top priority. 

Gary Florindo was the first board member 
to speak out against the selective cutting, adamantly 
opposing the chopping of any of the old trees in the 20- 
foot buffer surrounding the area slated for clear-cutting. 

Florindo said he wasn't buying the shading issue 
as a legitimate need to cut taller trees down. "Because 
the major trees that are in the buffer zone . . . are going

to be a green buffer. I don't see why they have to be cut 
down," said Florindo. "I don't think it's necessary to take 
those big ones out. I think you can make them work right 
there." 

Rogers was seeking a number of waivers from 
the board relative to the Town's recently adopted Limited 
Commercial Zoning Bylaw which entails, among other 
things, certain requirements pertaining to open space 
maintenance, the subdivision of land, and stormwater 
requirements - things Roger said do not apply to a solar 
energy facility. And although the board was willing to 
grant several of the waivers, it was reluctant to waive 
certain things like stormwater management and selective 
tree cutting within the buffer. 

Abutter Mary Barr, who said her property 
would be situated "next to that lovely gravel drive," 
the proposed entrance to the site, spoke on behalf of the 
wildlife that would be dislocated as a result of the clear- 
cutting and opposed the selective tree cutting. 

"And how disrespectful is it to put this right next 
to a cemetery in the middle of this lovely town?" she 
asked. 

Florindo said the project would change the 
character of the cemetery and he did not welcome the 
change to the neighborhood the solar farm would bring. 

"You want to fit your project it, fit it in," said 
Florindo. "But you're not going to cut down all those trees 
in the buffer."

Planning Board member John DeMaggio 
suggested the project planners submit calculations on 
how the 20-foot tall trees would affect the solar energy 
output. As a rule of thumb, said Tracy, it is a two-to-one 
ratio. 

"But we could definitely produce those 
calculations," said Tracy. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said 
he spoke with the Rochester Cemetery Commission, 

"And they're not as concerned with the screening as we 
are at this point," said Johnson. He added, though, that 
Rochester was "not too big on chain-link fence," so that 
detail regarding screening would need adjusting. 

Abutter and Historical District Commission 
member Susan Fleming said she was completely against 
the project. 

"I can't think of a worse place to put this," said 
Fleming. "And the picture of a solar farm, it's going to 
ruin the center of town." She continued, "It's going to ruin 
the property value. . . . No one's going to want to live here; 
it's gonna ruin the town." 

Abutter Matthew Monteiro agreed, saying 
the solar farm would lessen his property value that is 
currently surrounded by woods "by huge numbers." 

Johnson said Rochester has one of the most 
comprehensive solar bylaws in the state, especially when 
it comes to screening, although several people questioned 
the selection of vegetation for screening, especially plants

regulations to wetlands remediation plans to river ways 
guidelines. 

"Every attempt will be made to reuse stones 
from the channel," said Motta, a nod to the Historical 
Commission's request that the remnants of the mill that 
once stood on the site - large granite pieces - be either left 
in place or repurposed to help cover the box culvert. 

Motta said that 500 feet of Acushnet Road are to 
be repaired, requiring widening of the roadway to meet 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation standards, 
which also requires wetlands remediation. The DOT 
requires that the road be widened to 11 -foot lanes with 
three-foot shared-use lanes. The shared-use lanes are for 
pedestrians and bicyclists.

Rounding out the long list of agencies overseeing 
and controlling the work is the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. Their involvement deals with the river flow. 
"Hydraulic efficiencies will be made to help water flow," 
Motta said. 

Commission member Peter Newton inquired as 
to how river flow will be managed during construction. 
Motta replied that Tinkham Pond flumes will be opened 
to lower water levels and sandbag-style temporary check 
dams will also be used to control water flow. He said that 
this process would take about two or three days. 

Newton also asked when the wetlands replication 
work would take place. Motta said that the roadwork will 
be started first while awaiting the delivery of the culvert 
to the site and remediation immediately afterwards. He 
hopes to have remediation completed during the fall. 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold said, 
"This is a very visible site, so it's important that the 
replication area be done right." 

"This is an important project," said Chairman 
Robert Rogers. "A lot of complex details." 

Motta said that the engineered drawing and 
volumes of documentation are now in the hands of both 
local and Boston-based offices of the DEP. 

An Order of Conditions was issued. 

The board members also heard from Leidhold 
regarding several potential wetlands violations. She had 
received a concerned notification from the DEP regarding

what appears to be a random piling being placed in the 
water near 56 Ocean Drive. The contractor who installed 
the piling had reported to the DEP that there was a 
permit. None has yet been found. Rogers instructed 
Leidhold to send the property owners a letter requesting 
their attendance at the next Conservation Commission 
meeting and to bring in the permit to confirm they are not 
in violation of any regulations. 

Leidhold also brought up possible violations 
occurring at 21 Meadowbrook Lane, a property owned 
by Marion resident Elliot Koffman. Abutting neighbor, 

Ed Camara, 34 Meadowbrook, told the commission that 
a year ago he informed the harbormaster that a long row 
of wooden pallets were being used as a walkway through 
the marshlands so that the residents renting the house 
could access their boats. Rogers asked Leidhold to send a 
letter to the property owners and the residents advising 
them of the violation and the need to repair the damage. 

Leidhold also asked if the commission members 
would agree to send a letter to the partners of Blue Wave, 
LLC regarding clearing near wetlands lines along the 
Tinkham Road solar farm off North Street. She said the 
area in question needs to be stabilized so that stormwater 
runoff doesn't continue to erode the landscape.

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Dear Editor: 

While watching the Monday, June 15 Planning 
Board meeting, it was disturbing to hear that the 
proposed gas station at 439 Wareham Road will contain 
a convenience store, have at least 34 parking spaces, two 
curb cuts on Route 6 and two curb cuts on Mill Street, as 
well as a 24/7 'Anytime Fitness Center/ and then, G.A.F. 
engineer. Bob Rogers announced, "There's a real desire to 
make this friendly to trucks and vehicles with boats." 

I live in the senior housing and handicapped 
complex known as Marconi Village directly across the 
street from the proposed gas station, and I did not hear 
our Planning Board ask the tough questions that would 
protect seniors. So, let me help them: a. How will this 
gas station protect and enhance the character and quality 
of life for its Marconi Village and Mill Street neighbors? 
b. How will this proposed gas station strengthen the 
pedestrian environment? From my perspective, the two 
curb cuts on Mill Street will take away from pedestrian 
safety; c. How will this proposed gas station provide the 
needed flexibility to respond to unique conditions and 
constraints inherent to the neighborhood; and d. How do 
the owners of this proposed gas station and convenience 
store with a 24/7 'Anytime Fitness Center' plan to 
minimize the negative impacts for adjacent neighbors 
resulting from on-site activities? 

Marconi Village's once quiet and peaceful 
environment has evaporated into an island of noise with 
the pervasive heavy traffic on Route 6, Atlantis Avenue, 
Mill Street and now, more inescapable noise - gas station/ 
fitness center customers talking loudly and slamming 
car and truck doors all day and into the middle of the 
night. There will be huge tractor trailer trucks delivering 
gasoline, acrid fumes and the potential for fuel spills. The 
Planning Board must explain how this gas station will 
protect and enhance the character and quality of life for its 
Marconi Village and Mill Street neighbors. 

At that Planning Board meeting, Michael Popitz, 
a physician, seemed exceptionally concerned about a 
proposed solar farm being built in the middle of the 
woods off Tucker Lane, and the possibility that a noise 
level of 60 decibels (dB) emanating from the site or the

sound equivalent of a normal conversation at three feet 
might disturb people who live one half to two thirds 
of a football field away (solar panels produce power 
only when the sun is shining, thus inverters would be 
completely silent at night). I sure hope Dr. Popitz can 
summon the political will and the courage to stand up 
and show that same concern for Marconi Village seniors, 
because when compared to the noise level of a normal 
conversation at three feet, the chronic and inescapable 
noise from heavy traffic (85 dB), tractor trailer trucks 
(81-94 dB) and car horns (110 dB) could really drive a 
neighborhood to distraction. 

Let me be clear, I understand the enthusiasm for 
this gas station especially after hearing glib comments 
that some "dove this style" of building and find it "very 
tasteful." However, I am asking the Planning Board 
to think a little deeper and harder and with more 
compassion about what this project really means to 
Marconi Village seniors. There is more to a successful 
business model than "love this style" and "It's very 
tasteful." We deserve a more thoughtful and robust 
discussion and a more respectful business model that 
causes harm to no one and is beneficial to everyone.

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To the Editor: 

As Tree Warden in the Town of Marion, I have 
had many calls about dead trees. In actuality, the trees are 
not dead; they are just infested with caterpillars, both the 
winter moth and the gypsy moth - a double whammy 
year! The devastation is alarming and difficult to watch. 
Trees were stripped in the early spring by the winter moth 
that eats the young leaves and then the gypsy moth that 
finishes off what is left. I visited Evergreen Cemetery and 
the oaks are bare and every other species has been hit as 
well: birch, kousa, ash, maple, you name it. Caterpillars 
are all over the ground as well - yuck! 

So what to do? It is too late to spray as that needs 
to happen in early spring by a licensed arborist. Now 
it is a wait-and-watch game to see if trees re-leaf. They 
will need extra water (which thankfully we are getting) 
and maybe some fertilizer later in the summer. These 
infestations go in cycles, so I do not know what to expect 
for next year but on my own property I spray and have 
not had a problem. I wish I could do that for the town, 
but it would eat up all of my budget and I can't do select 
areas. I will try to stay on top of this, but it is very difficult 
to watch happen. Towns in Rhode Island are totally bare, 
so I guess we count our blessings.

'Silhouette' Leads Chase for Overall Win

'Mischievous' grabbed the line honors in the 2015 
Marion Bermuda Race with a splendid performance. She 
crossed the finish line at St. David's Lighthouse Bermuda 
during the twilight Lighthouse committee cocktail party 
at the finish tower on Monday evening at 6:42 EDT. 
'Mischievous' is a Meriten 65 sailed by cadets from the 
Massachusetts Maritime Academy and skippered by 
Charles Cahill. Dozens of spectators cheered her as she 
crossed between the buoys that set the boundaries of the 
bearing from the lighthouse. 

As of 1800hrs ADT the lowest, slowest 
handicapped boat in Class C, 'Silhouette', finished first 
in the class C and is now in first place in the race for 
corrected time winner. She is a classic looking Cherubini 
44 skippered by David Caso. She will certainly finish first 
in Class C, but positions can change as the Class D boats 
finish. Overall handicap winners may not be confirmed 
till the slower boats finish. Deciding the overall winner is 
a waiting game. 

'Silhouette' won the Founders Trophy in 2007. 

'Spirit of Bermuda', the Bermuda Sloop 
Foundation's sail training vessel chartered by Jim 
Butterfield for an employee team building adventure, 
had a strong fourth for line honors and first in the Classic 
Division compared to disappointing performance in past 
Bermuda Races.

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third for line honors position, but got nipped at the line 
by 'Lucy Georgina', a modern Xp44 that could out point 
'Spirit' when they had to tack to the finish. For the past 
two days 'Spirit' was flying on a reach right down the 
rhumb line sailing at over lOkts VMG for her best finish 
ever in a Bermuda Race. 

"Excellent... Great!" said George Fergusson, 
the Governor of Bermuda, at the end of his first ocean 
race to Bermuda. "The Gulf Stream was a bit damp with 
waves coming from various directions. The highest wind 
was 39 kts. We took the mizzen [a small sail in the back 
of the 4-sail rig] down and put reefs in the mainsail [the 
biggest sail] to reduce its size. When we took the mizzen 
down, the boat got more upright without reducing speed. 
We were doing 11 kts in the Gulf Stream. We had two 
beautiful days from the Gulf Stream to St. David's." 

When asked if he would like to do the race again. 
Governor Fergusson quipped, " Probably not tomorrow, 
but one day I'd like to." 

Chip Johns' Baltic 58 'Margalo' now stands first 
in Class A on corrected time preliminary data. The J46 
'Ariel' has moved into second and 'Defiance' the Swan 56 
is third. 

The US Naval Academy boats are dominating 
Class B. They stand 2-3-4 in the race on overall corrected 
times in preliminary reports. In spite of being the 
lowest, slowest handicapped boat in Class B, 'Swift' 

NA11 skippered by Kyle Briggs punched her way into 
the preliminary corrected time lead for the Founders 
Trophy, but then fell to second at the 1800hr report when 
'Silhouette" finished first in Class C. 

'Swift' seems to have a lock on Class B honors. 
'Swift' also leads the Celestial Navigation Division. 
'Integrity' NA22 skippered by Tom Wester moved 
into second in class and division and 'Defiance' NA23 
skippered by Jared Velaske fell back to third in class and 
division.

They cover areas such 
as policy development, emergency response planning, 
training, communications, property and evidence 
handling, use of force, vehicular pursuit, prisoner 
transportation and holding facilities. The program not 
only sets standards for the law enforcement profession, 
but also for the delivery of police services to citizens of 
the commonwealth.

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intense self-scrutiny, and ultimately provides a quality 
assurance review of the agency," said Mooers. To conduct 
the initial self-assessment and prepare for the on-site 
review of the 284 standards by the Commission, Chief 
Miller appointed Lieutenant John Garcia to serve as 
the Department's Accreditation Manager. In May of 
2014, the Marion Police Department was awarded state 
Certification, the first step in the two programs offered by 
the MPAC. Within one years' time, Lt. Garcia was able to 
bring the department to the next level of the process. 

Marion is currently 1 of 58 of the 187 participating 
agencies in Massachusetts to be granted Accreditation 
status. They are 1 of only 4 departments located in 
Plymouth County. Participation in the program is strictly 
voluntary. This prestigious status has been awarded for a 
period of three years ending in May 2018. The department 
fully intends on continuing to strive for excellence and 
will seek re- Accreditation at that time.

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Forty Years of Jaws

This past weekend, Steven Spielberg's Jaws turned forty. 

I used to consider it a horror film; after some thought, 

I decided it fit better in the action-adventure section; 
nowadays, though, it almost plays as a comedy-drama. 
Not that it doesn't pack scares and thrills, but it has 
a peculiarly '70s appetite for small character detail. 

Jaws isn't really about a shark, or even really about the 
hunt for a shark. It's about a man. Sheriff Martin Brody 
(Roy Scheider), looking to make an impact on his new 
community. Brody has moved himself and his family from 
New York to Amity (a thinly veiled analog of Martha's 
Vineyard), and he expects his new peacekeeping gig to be, 
well, peaceful. 

Adapted from a fairly awful Peter Benchley 
novel. Jaws clears away the book's bestseller-chasing junk 
and flab — infidelity, the Mafia — and whittles the story 
down to three men against nature. In that respect, the 
movie actually feels more literary than the novel does, 
with its echoes of Melville, Hemingway, even Ibsen in 
its controversy over whether to close the beach. The men 
— ichthyologist Matt Hooper (Richard Dreyfuss) and old 
salt Quint (Robert Shaw) along with Brody — represent 
various male responses to societal threats. You can know 
everything about it, you can be a hard-ass, you can have 
the authority of a badge - you're still not guaranteed to 
beat it ("it" being death itself). 

The young Spielberg, aided immeasurably by 
a cadre of top-flight artists — composer John Williams, 
editor Verna Fields, cinematographer Bill Butler — turned 
in a visually restless yet smoothly, supremely confident 
piece of work that suggested this was his twenty-second 
feature as director rather than only his second (if we don't 
count such TV films as Duel , which I suppose we should). 
Aside from the much-cited suspense that came about 
from not being able to shoot the problematic mechanical 
shark, Spielberg gets the fierce adrenaline and joy of the 
seafaring hunt for the monster, who at this point in the 
movie could be a submerged leviathan or the Kraken or a 



dragon as easily as a shark. Past a certain point it hardly 
matters. 

The concept goes back to Grimm: the villagers 
are imperiled by a beast, and brave men must face it. It 
did not, of course, occur to Benchley or his adapters that 
brave women could also face it, but then this isn't a movie 
that especially values machismo, either. If anything, a 
woman — the grief-stricken Mrs. Kintner — is the one 
who finally gets the ball rolling, shames the mayor into 
authorizing the hunt. The first attacks, as in a horror film, 
happen under cover of darkness; when the emboldened 
monster feasts in daylight — and on a child, no less — the 
conflict shifts, and most of the second half at sea unfolds 
in the sun. The major exception is the rightly celebrated 
Indianapolis monologue, which takes the form of a 
historical campfire tale. 

In the intervening decades, during which movies 
have often been said to have degenerated from the 
glory days of the '70s, we have been asked to imagine a 
contemporary blockbuster that would take so much time 
out for the story of the Indianapolis. It's assumed that 
today's audiences wouldn't sit still for it, but I think they 
would, if the scene were as tightly edited, sharply written, 
and beautifully acted as it is in Jaws. The movie has been 
blamed for creating the opening-weekend worship of the 
blockbuster era; the movie also happens to be brilliantly 
crafted, and I'd like to think that, more than anything, 
is what changed the face of the blockbuster (which for 
several years had been the province of generally klutzily- 
directed disaster movies like Airport). In Spielberg's hands 
Jaws becomes a gleeful, sometimes sadistic celebration of 
pure cinema, man against beast, all the chthonic symbolic 
stuff that makes the story work even on people who've 
never been near the ocean. Forty years on, let's raise a 
glass to that.

There are many 
reasons why someone doesn't read at the level he wishes 
he could. This is a wonderful, discreet way to work with a 
caring adult who can help." 

The program also offers basic computer assistance 
and basic money management. These important skills can 
sometimes need brushing up, especially for older adults 
or those who never learned to manage a check book. 

Volunteer tutors are paired with adult learners, 
depending on the educational goals of the learner and 
convenient times for both. Tutoring sessions are typically 
once a week at the library. All materials are provided by 
the library.
